TRUTHS KNOWN TO THE EOYPTUNS.-IN- 
FLUENCE OF EGYPTIANS ON HEBREW LIT- 
ERATURE, 


[By tho late I*rof, Joseph llaveu, D. D,] 


It ia not too much to say that not a few 


of the cardinal and essential doctrines of all 
true- religion were also tho prominent char- 
acteristic doctrines of lh« Egyptian ftiith; as 
for example,the doctrine of tho Divine being 
and unity, the sinfulness of man, tho .need 
of pardon and tho divino favor, tho duty of 
pray«r, Iho obligations aud rewards of a life 
of virtue, tho doctrine of the soul's immor- 
tality, the rewards nnct punishments of the 
future according to the deeds done in the 
flesh, and the idea more or less cloarly de- 
finid, of Iho necessity of some divine incar- 
nation and sacrifico for thesnlvnliou of man. 
AH these were parts, and ainuy. of them 
characteristic and essential parts of the 
Egyptian system. Nor am I aloiie in this 
opinion. It is tho testimony of all who have 
carefully examined the matter. 
Professor 


Moffal of Princeton, in his recent and 
most valuable work on comparative theology, 
notices tho substantial 
resemblance be- 


tween

Hebrews, 
aud 
those 
of 
ludia, 


Jhina and tho sacred monuments of Egypt, 
the threo great centres of tho world's civili- 
zation. 
"Nothing has interested, not to nay 


surprised me, moro tbnn Iho extent of their 
substantial similarity. They nil agree iu 
conceiving of R supremo ruler of heaven aud 
earth, who is personal and Bpirilual,rc&idcnt 
in heaven, but also everywhere present, who 
is almighty, wise, and holy, severely just 
jut also kind and beneficent to men, and 
loars their petitions when (hoy worship 
Him aright." 
He goes ou to specify tho 


unily and sovereignty of God, iho sin fulness 
of men, the necessity of deliverance from 
sin in order to receive the divine favor, tho 
duty of confession of Bin and of prayer, nnd 
he necessity of sacrifice as doctrines :u 
which both the sacred books of the Chinese 
and the bedic hymns agree with tho writings 
of Hoses and adds "ou ell those points tho 
Egyptian monuments prior to Iho end of the 
.2th dynasty, as far as Ibis testimony has 
)oen gathered, substantially coincide. * + * 
And as to belief in a life to come, their frs- 
imony is moro distinct and full." 


In order to satisfy ourselves as to this, it 
ill bo necessary to look at some of these 


points Q little, in detail. And first as to the 
icing and attributes of God. 


Mariotte Boy, director of. the sorvico of 


ireRervation of 
Egyptian antiquities at 


!airo, and ono of the highest authorities in 
whatever pertains to this matter, holds the 
ollowiug language. "At tho summit of thq 


Egyptian Pantheon, there hovers a God, 
single, immortal, uncreated, invisible and 
hidden in tho inaccessible depths of His 
being; Ho is 
tho creator of heaven and 


earth; /•ho maker of all that exists, and 
nothing iVis been mado without Him; it is 
the 
God 
reserved 
for 
tho initiated 


of 
the temple. But 
Egypt has not 


known and 
haa 
not 
wished 
to stop 


at this sublime height. .She has 
re- 


garded tho world, its formation, tho prin- 
ciples which govern it, man and his destiny 
on tho earth, as n grand drama in which tho 
Boing par excellence, is tho ono single actor. 
All comes from Him nnd all returns to Him, 
Ho has however agents, which arc his own 
attributes personified, and which become so 
many gods undor visible forms.gods inferior 
and limited in their rolo though participat- 
ing in ell his essential properties." In this 
admirable summary of Egyptian theology, 
wo havo tho key to what otherwise seeing an 
"enigma nnd a contradiction—tho monothe- 
ism and tho polytheism of that Bystem, tho 
clear, full, explicit doctrine of ono God, 
along with tbo practical recognition and re- 
presentation of many deities. 


To much the fcamo effect Sir J. G. \YillUn- 


Bon, tho well-known English writer, says; 
•"Tho fundamental doctrine was tho unity 
of tho Deity." But this unity was not rep- 
resented, and Ho was known by a sentence 
or an idea, being as lamblichus says, "wor- 
shipped in silence." But Attributes of this 
Being were 
represented 
under positive 


forms; and honco uroso n multiplicity of 
god's that engendered idolatry and caused n 
total misconception of tho real nature of tho 
Deity in tho minds of all who wcro not ad- 
mitted to the truth through the mysteries. 
The diviuicn of God into His attributes was 
in tliis manner. As soonns Ho wna thought 


any 'roforenco to His works, or to 


sees laimirout; inures, in porceUiu, nnd In 
brynze.riiffeseatiDU these various attributes 
oftuoDtilT. TtiiUiu the character of tho 
ere ft lire writ He U represented M Kaum or 
Chttonphw, a nam« analogous to Uo Hebrew 
and Arabic words for broth, uoul, spirit. At 
I'hilauIUis designated AU "tho creator of 
beiugH, UM first Kfetiug, H* who waken alt 
that wliioh is." There aro also pnpjri

tho pftwago iu Genesis, when tbo cavil; li 
formless and darkness covers (ho.faco of tho 
abyss, and tho spirit of God moves over tho 
wateru. Thbro hi also in tho collocliuu at 
Cairo a beautiful statuette of 1'tlmh, the 
God of wisdom, creator of tho 
heavens 


"distributing the atarH in Immensity." This 
personflcation of tho divino wisdom as tho 
architect of 
tlio starry heavens in closoly 


analogous to Iho beautiful pns-sagos of tho 
Hebrew poet iu which wisdom hi mudo to 
say "The Lord possessed mo iu the begin- 
ning of His ways, before His works of old. 
When Ho prepared tho heavens I was there; 
when he sot a compass upon tho face, of tho 
depth; when Ho established tho 
clouds 


above;" etc.

American cltjxcns, nnd that Mr. Fish noted 
ip. these negotiations in a manner which en- 
titled liim to great credit and which un- 
doubtedly will ho accorded to him. The 
British govoruuicut, in making its demand 
for indemnity for British subjects tnkan 
from the Yirginius and murdered, fixed the 
sum nt fivo hundred pounds for each white 
man and three hundred pounds for each 
colored man, tho sum total amounting to 
17,700, there being; ten whites and nine 
negroes slain.

thousand less than has boen demanded,with 
a stipulation that if any of tho families or 
heirs of tho persons slain did not make a 
claim to the money, tho amount they would 
bo entitled to should bo returned to the 
Spanish government.

In the caso of the United 
States, Secretary Fish made ix claim on n 
basis of twenty five hundred dollars for each 
of the crew slain without regard to color, 
and a larger sum for each omeor withont as- 
signing 
any 
particular 
sum. This 


demand was pressed and adhered to stren- 
uously until the Spanish government yield- 
ed and consented to pay eighty thousand in 
gold unconditionally, tho money to bo dis- 
tributed by tho President without any ac- 
countability to Spain for the Rums claimed 
as in tho case of Groat Britain. 
It will bo 


seen that Secretary Fish obtained greater 
concessions thaii did Great Britain, and 
, 


managed this delicate affair in a masterly 
manner. 
Tho full correspondence will prob- 


ably, bo made public tomorrow,but tho above 
is an abstract of tho fact* set forth in t.io 
document.
